WESTERN SECTION 
On Wednesday, Feb. 26th, the Western Sec- 
tion held its 6th regular monthly meeting of the 
current season at St. Joseph’s Hospital, London, 
and scored an attendance record of 52 members 
and guests. 


Sister Mary Arthur welcomed everyone pres- 
ent on behalf of St. Joseph’s, and introduced 
Dr. M. B. Hill, Chief Radiologist at this hospi- 
tal, whose paper, “The Problem of Protection 
Against Radiation,” designed to present the real 
status of this problem and to clarify some of 
the half-truths being currently published on the 
subject, opened one of the most information- 
packed and entertaining programmes ever held 
in the Western Section. 


Dr. Hill drew a careful parallel between the 
actual dangers of various forms of radiation and 
some of the popular misconceptions about them, 
especially concerning us in our work. Referring 
in detail to the factors of aging, resistance, 
recovery, genetics and the changes produced by 
radiation experimentally with fruit flies, the 
speaker presented a very up-to-date picture of 
the present situation as it applies to human 
beings who, he reminded us, are affected by a 
natural background of radiation as well as that 
produced by our modern equipment. In sum- 
ming up, Dr. Hill used the analogy of the hot 
stove which though a boon to mankind can be 
dangerous if not used properly. 


Mr. Art King, R.T., followed up Dr. Hill’s 
discussion with an exposé of several practical 
methods of reducing the amount of x-radiation 
required to produce satisfactory results, under 
the very apt heading “Minimum Dosage Radiog- 
raphy.” Briefly, he referred to such things as 
low-absorption cassettes, multiple laminographs, 
maximum developing time following minimum 
radiation, proper records to avoid double exam- 
inations, the use of the new _ developer- 
replenisher combinations, proper-size cones, 
higher KVP instead of high MAS, additional 
filtration, better positioning to cut down the 
number of exposures, faster films and more 
forethought resulting in fewer repeat exams. 


Films were shown to support some of the 
points brought out and Mr. King demonstrated 
how ar ordinary lead-rubber apron can be cut 
down and used quite easily to protect the gonads 
while carrying out such routine examinations as 
chests and extremities.

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“LITTLE FOXES”

HE title of my paper may be found 
i in the second chapter of the Song of 


Solomon, verse 15. Solomon’s wis- 
dom has been talked about for centuries 
and much of it has no less application for 
us to-day in the latter half of the twentieth 
century. It is remarkable that an ancient 
king, no doubt encumbered with great 
affairs of state peculiar to his high call- 
ing, would take note of and call attention 
to... “the little foxes, steal the vines.” 

For a moment let us reflect and try and 
get a mental picture of what is noted here. 
Visualize, if you will, an old vineyard 
beautiful to behold. Each row, well 
planned and planted. What we see here 
is the end result of much labour as well 
as research into the subject .. . everything 
from soil conservation to fertilization. 
And all of this is for the sole purpose of 
producing grapes. 

Let us come a little closer to the sub- 
ject and examine these vines, so full of 
leaf and promise. Surprised, we find that 
despite the general appearance of these 
healthy vines there are very few grapes. 
A careful observer could probably point 
out the reason and, folding back the older 
vines, would examine and find that “little 
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vines” which produce the real quality fruit 
and are in fact the only hope for survival 
of the whole vineyard. Herewith lies 
continuity and progress. 

“Little foxes?” Perhaps they have been 
considered of so little importance that 
they have never been considered. 

I hope by now you are beginning to see 
what I am driving at. 

Behind the discoveries, the research 
and the engineering skills of our chosen 
field of labour is to be found more than a 
radiograph. The sole purpose of all 
diagnostic procedures is to produce for the 
radiologist, the clinician and the surgeon, 
a visual diagnosis. I repeat—not merely 
a radiograph. Many an x-ray is of no 
diagnostic value because “little foxes” 
have “stolen the vines.” I recall seeing 
just the other day, an x-ray sent to our 
office for opinion by a certain insurance 
company. A simple dirty thumb had 
been in contact with this radiograph at 
the level of the second left interspace and 
had produced suspicious shadowing, suf- 
ficient to make the film useless for 
diagnostic purposes. This radiograph had 
been made, no doubt, by a trained techni- 
cian; the technique was excellent, the 
positioning perfect .. . but oh! that “little 
fox” ... that dirty thumb. 

It is probable that radiology has con- 
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foxes have spoiled the vines” —the “tender

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tributed more to the relief of ‘suffering | 


humanity than any other science. Just 
where does the x-ray technician fit in 
here? Surely in all modesty we can share 
in this achievement and at the same time 
examine ourselves and our methods so 
that we as technicians may keep abreast 
of the advances being made in this 
science. And great advances have been 
made in radiology since its beginning 
some sixty odd years ago! I would like 
to pay tribute to those early technicians 
who pioneered our profession. Those 
who, working against tremendous odds 
and with equipment we know only as 
museum pieces, developed skill and pro- 
duced radiographs of excellent quality 
and of great diagnostic value. To them 
we pay homage. . Many of them knew 
little if anything of the atom; many of 
the electronic theories were not then 
formulated, and yet with their personal 
skill and the available equipment, they 
produced. 


I was most interested recently on re- 
reading a paper given by Claude Bodle 
of the C.S.R.T. as reprinted in The Focal 
Spot, Volume 1, dated January, 1944. He 
said in part, “In the training of techni- 
cians, I believe that too much emphasis 
is placed on the purely theoretical con- 
siderations and not enough on the prac- 
tical phases of the work.” Mr. Bodle, a 
a graduate in Pharmacy as well as an 
outstanding instructor and_ technician, 
was not in any way minimizing the im- 
portance of education nor suggesting that 
theory should not be taught. He rather 
was trying to emphasize the importance 
of being practical—the importance of the 
radiographer and his application to his 
work. As he pointed out in his article, 
“There are many well trained technicians 
to-day producing excellent work with 
equipment which may be considered obso- 
lete, while a great many departments 


equipped with the most modern apparatus 
are turning out very mediocre work.” 
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\ Much emphasis has been and will 
rightly be placed on such subjects as 
Physics. The atom will be explained and 
analyzed. Startling new advances will be 
made. But to be of value these must be 
utilized to the best advantage by you and 
by me, as radiographers. 

I am afraid that we are apt to become 
like the preacher who became so heavenly 
minded as to become of no earthly use! 
I do not mean to criticize the theologian, 
but rather to emphasize the importance 
of the application of his knowledge to the 
earth and its people. 

My paper then, will advance no theories, 
in fact its subject matter will be those 
“little” unimportant things that spoil. I 
have found that in our department 
emphasis placed on these points has had 
wonderful, results. The need to observe 
them, is general throughout the country. 
Surrounded to-day by the wonders of 
science .in.our field, I believe the only 
weakness is ourselves. Line voltage 
drops. are compensated for, milliamperes 
automatically adjusted, voltage is intensi- 
fied; improvements continue to flood us. 
But still the human element remains the 
same. 


The first “little fox” I wish to discuss 
briefly is named “Attitude.” Attitude not 
only to our work but to the patient and 
to the radiologist. 


Our dealings are not primarily with. 
equipment and concepts but with people 
and constitutions. I read somewhere of a 
school’ in England where the young 
students were blindfolded for several days 
in order to’ make them understand the 
problem of blindness. I do not suggest 
that each student should be made to “take 
off everything but shoes and stockings” 
and be put in a loose-fitting gown to wait 
in a poorly lighted booth for some time 
and finally ushered into a strange room 
full of unknown people and gadgets and 
then hear a muttered comment, “What! 
Another patient!” Most patients when 
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they come for x-ray have come because 
they are unable to any longer put up with 
whatever is bothering them. If we bear 
this in mind we will not only treat them 
with more thoughtfulness but with under- 
standing and sympathy. I will not elabor- 
ate here. Remember, preparation should 
precede the patient to the table. 

In regard to our attitude toward our 
work. Is it only a stop-gap until we find 
something better? Devotion to work is 
of utmost importance if the end-result is 
to be what is desired. I believe that many 
of us underestimate the importance of our 
work. I once knew a cleaner who when 
she mopped the operating theatre was 
inspired by the importance of her work 
... the cleanliness of that O.R. having a 
bearing on the success of the operation 
about to be performed. Surely our respon- 
sibility should be as great! 

Our desire should be to produce the 
very best. That is what has brought so 
many of you from great distances to this 
convention, in order that we may share 
our problems, as well as learn of advances 
towards perfecting our science. Surely 
mediocrity is not our standard! Do not 
be afraid to be labelled “perfectionist,” for 
“good enough” is not good enough. With 
this attitude there can be no advances 
either in knowledge or remuneration; let 
us not deceive ourselves. 

May I say a few words here about our 
attitude toward the radiologist? The 
ethical radiographer must ever work 
under his supervision. If the radiologist- 
technician relationship is not good, both 
are losers. The knowledge of the radiolo- 
gist and his experience can be used to 
your own advancement and I suggest that 
you make him your friend. 

The little fox called “misconception” 
dwells near us. There are numerous 
stealers under this name... in fact so 
many one hardly knows where to start. 
A few come to mind and we will take time 
to rid ourselves of them. Many of these 
have made personal contact with my vine- 
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yard while others are the experiences of 
my seniors and contemporaries. We 
never cease to learn. 

Much has been said and written lately 
about the value of upright films for the 
demonstration of fluid levels, etc., in the 
accessory nasal sinuses. But one “little 
fox” can steal the value of such position- 
ing ... namely the misconception that a 
fluid level can be demonstrated in the 
upright position when no effort has been 
made to keep a horizontal central ray or 
when that ray is not directed through the 
precise area under consideration. 

Put a solution of hypaque in water in 
an upright paper cup. With 5-10 degrees 
of angulation the true fluid level will 
change and an oblique view will result. 
This same effect is obtained when a 
peripheral ray passes through the area 
under examination. Remember only the 
C.R. is horizontal, all other rays are either 
cranial or caudad. 

Another common misconception we en- 
counter is in regard to the Radiographic 
Base Line, so commonly used in radiog- 
raphy of the skull. It may suffice here 
to state that this imaginary line is one 
drawn from the centre of the external 
auditory meatus to the outer canthus of 
the eye. If this line is not clearly under- 
stood then all angulation in relation to 
that line will be incorrect. It is probably 
safest to remember all anguiations in 
relation to anatomical parts and certainly 
never in relation to the table top or tube. 

There is also the misconception that to 
be parallel with a suggested line of angu- 
lation is sufficient. The central ray must 
be centered through the correct point. A 
different degree of angulation is being 
used when peripheral or diverging rays 
pass through the area under consideration. 
Again remember that angulation should 
be in relation to anatomical parts and the 
central ray. 

The value of the phase of breathing at 
the moment of exposure of our patients 
has been given too little thought. It has 
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been proven that films are improved by 
proper attention to this “little fox.” For 
instance the cardio-thoracic ratio in a 
film for heart size can be greatly increased 
by too deep inspiration at time of expo- 
sure. I can show you a radiograph, that 
of a P.A. chest for heart size, where the 
ratio was 11.8 cm. to 28.2 cms. When the 
same patient was examined on deep in- 
spiration the ratio was 11.3 cms. to 30.5 
cms. 

The phase of inspiration or expiration 
can be used to advantage in many other 
examinations. Those tall patients with 
elongated colons that tend to extend out 
of the tip of the film can be brought down 
to 14 x 17 inch size by taking the film of 
the Ba Enema on full inspiration. 

A confusing gas bubble can be avoided 
by varying the phase of breathing at time 
of exposure when doing a gall bladder 
examination. 

We have all had excellent results 
“blurring” out lung tissue by allowing the 
patient to “pant’ while taking the P.A. 
oblique view of the sternum. 

There are three points to remember: 

1. Remember that charts and calipers 
are indispensable guides ... but. . . add 
judgment before making any exposure. 

2. Remember that Safe Light are only 
safe when used at recommended distance 
and when films are left exposed for a 
limited time only. 

3. Remember that scattered rays “will 
get you if you don’t watch out.” Dis- 
stance is your best protection. 

There is a “little fox” which has con- 
tinued to spoil our vineyards and has gone 
unchecked for too long. Marker Fox! 
Seen him lately? 

Perhaps I might make a plea here for 
some uniformity in placing markers. It 
will be agreed that there is no existing 
uniformity. It should be unnecessary to 
say that a marker should be on the correct 
side. I believe that a marker should do 
more than refer to the side of the midline 
where it is placed or to the side of the 
patient which is down, but should refer 
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PARTICULARLY TO THE SIDE 
WHICH IS BEING DEMON- 
STRATED. Take for example, a P.A. 
Oblique projection of the lumbo-sacral 
area taken to show the left apiphyseal 
joints and articular processes. The left 
marker not only refers to that side of mid- 
line but to the side demonstrated. I 
believe that if thought is given to 
what is being visualized, many errors 
will be avoided. I think that more 
thought could be given to the placing 
of markers generally and that 
there should be a standard position for 
markers taught along with standard posi- 
tioning. I never could understand why 
markers are placed as though the radiolo- 
gist stood on his head to read the films 
we produce. This subject could take up 
an entire paper, but I must hurry on. 

All of us have had experience with this 
one: An excellent view of a given area 
has been taken, but the cone has been off- 
centre. On checking the tube stand, and 
cone, we find that everything appears to 
be in line . . . the indicator points to “0”, 
the cone appears centered to the table... 
yet this cut off! 

Here is a simple way of centering and 
adjusting the cone. An old piece of inten- 
sifying screen is used. A cross is drawn 
carefully in the centre of the screen and 
it is placed over the mid-line of the table. 
Using a very low M.A. and K.V., an ex- 
posure is made in the dark for sufficient 
duration to allow time to adjust cone so 
that the cross is directly centred to area 
which is now visible when the screen 
fluoresces. An extension cone should be 
used to cut down on area irradiated and 
allow more accuracy in centering. Neces- 
sary adjustments are then made on tube 
stand and light so that the indicator is 
reset at “0”. 

I have touched on only a few of these 
“little foxes” but I hope that I have made 
you aware of some of the effects of seem- 
ingly unimportant things, attention to 
which will greatly improve the quality of 
any radiograph. 
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ETHICS, DEFINED

THICS is the science which deals 
with moral conduct or human 


duty, as these are concerned with 
good or bad, right or wrong. It com- 
monly refers to personal characteristics 
of a community or group. Ethics aims 
to instruct reason, so that it can make 
correct judgments about the morality of 
human acts. The problem of ethics is 
not how men have acted, but how they 
should act. 
Ethics is made up of four essentials: 
Loyalty, honesty, service and manners. 
These will be discussed as separate topics. 


LOYALTY 

Loyalty is defined by Royce as, “the 
willing, practical and thorough-going 
devotion of a person to a cause.” It is 
need for yourself, for your fellow men, 
and for your work and religion. To say 
a person is loyal, is to pay one of the 
greatest tributes given. The loyalties to 
the institution are interwoven with that 
of the Administrator through the various 
departments. Devotion to the profession 
and fellow workers helps raise the stand- 
ards of the group. The technician should 
regard the work of the institution and 
guard these standards well. All the rules 
and regulations of a hospital must be 
strictly followed with readiness. True 
concentration of work may someday help 
save someone’s life. A person can never 
tell just what he will be called upon to do. 
Knowledge saves lives. 

Class spirit could be called loyalty, and, 
with a characteristic such as this, class- 
uates’ faults will not be discussed with 
vthers. When a person desires a “trait” 
and begins to work towards it, it becomes 
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an ideal. Loyalty to an ideal is sometimes 
hard to follow, but if the inspiration is 
there, the technician will succeed. A 
leader must have high ideals and any 
professional person is expected to be a 
leader. Leadership is found where there 
is courage, with a driving force, vision of 
a goal, understanding of people, character, 
powers of communication and the ability 
to stir those people to action. 


HONESTY 

Honesty is variably defined as:— 
integrity, truthfulness, freedom from 
fraud. To start with, there must be 
honesty with yourself, never living in a 
false world. Following this, there is 
honesty with others. Any technician 
must be honest in her reports to the 
radiologist. In some cases, the radiolo- 
gist depends completely on the technician 
in his absence, and if she fails, her own 
standards are lowered. Prejudice must 
be ruled out in work, with fairness and 
honesty substituted. 


SERVICE 

Service is the aid given to others. A 
desire to be helpful and an eagerness to 
please should be the first attempt of the 
technician. The spirit in which things 
are done can make a happy or a disagree- 
able patient. The technician must face 
suffering, death, unpleasant tasks and 
tragedy, with courage, which is the end 
result of unselfishness. Social status or 
condition of the patient should not make 
any difference in the service given. Both 
hospitalized and out-patients are there 
for the same purpose—to receive medical 
aid. True satisfaction and happiness in 
work is found through service to others. 
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MANNER 

Every professional man or woman 
should show evidence of good poise. This 
person is sure of herself and avoids 
hurry, worry, fear and anger. First, if 
careful thought is given to duties, the 
work will hasten anyway, and will not 
appear to be hurried. Worrying never 
got anyone anywhere, so a person who 
does her best work need have no cause for 
this. Time would be better spent with 
an effort to understand and correct the 
mistake. The patient senses uncertainty 
in a technician and quickly loses confi- 
dence in her ability. Of course certainty 
comes with experience as does nearly 
everything. Trust in oneself overcomes 
this, while security is obtained by poised, 
determined actions. Social standing is 
attained by a poised person, who becomes 
alert and aware of the happenings around 
her. 

The voice can be a condemning factor. 
To pronounce words in a good tone of 
voice and with clarity, is the aim. Other- 
wise, there is waste of your time and that 
of others in trying to repeat and make 
others understand what you are trying to 
say. The technician or nurse who has not 
good enunciation and pronunciation, can 
help herself by a little practise. Conver- 
sation, too, is really an art. To know 
what to say at just the right time is not 
always too easy. Tact may be used in 
finding whether or not an ill person wants 
to talk. Most people, either sick or well, 
like a good listener, and anyone can be 
that. A technician should be able to ex- 
press her ideas with an adequate vocabu- 
lary. Of course, medical or hospital 
terms have their place and should not be 
used in front of patients, as they do not 
understand it and become uneasy or 
bored. 

Some technicians tend to be too cheer- 
ful around patients, which might prove 
objectionable to some, because to them, 
their illness is a serious matter. Flip- 
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pancy should never be tolerated. Some 
explanation of the procedure which the 
patient is to go through is necessary and 
helps allay fears and misgivings. 

All patients must be addressed in a 
dignified and proper way. You do not 
like strangers taking liberties with your 
name and neither do they. “Dear” and 
“Dearie” are terms to be avoided when 
speaking to patients. Such phrases are 
in poor taste and lower the standard of 
your whole department from the public's 
viewpoint. 

ETHICS, AFTER GRADUATION 

Success depends upon correct adapta- 
tion to the work. One of the highest 
aims is to do the work well and be proud 
of it. A well-developed personality is a 
“must,” and includes enthusiasm, sin- 
cerity, tact, self-control, interest in work, 
sureness of self, good appearance, ability 
to speak well, and consideration of others. 
Co-operation is an asset and aids in the 
harmonious running of a department. 


Loyalty to your work and employer is 
important in filling a position. Your em- 
ployer can help you a great deal after 
begining a new job, by telling you how, 
in his opinion, you are making out, and 
where you may improve. Dishonesty, 
unreliability, and poor recreation cause 
many failures. Good conduct comes in 
here and we must guide ourselves accord- 
ing to high standards. Morally, we guide 
ourselves by what we are taught in our 
various religions. 

“Silence is Golden,” an article by Dr. 
Chester Challenger, expresses very 
simply the importance of silence in the 
work. Privacy of the patient is always 
to be respected. 

On graduation day, and after we have 
had some experience in our work, we 
realize that we have just begun our 
studies. A competent technician keeps up 
with the ever-advancing progress of x-ray 
work. Our associations have made it 
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possible to advance in our work by the 
reading of books and articles. Post- 
graduate work is a wise step to take and 
financial aid can be obtained from scholar- 
ships, fellowships, loan funds and part- 
time work. 

The technician is directly responsible to 
the radiologist. Secondly, there is the 
welfare of the patients under her care. 
Co-operation must be given to all those 
interested in the patient—such as the 
dietitians and laboratory workers. Tech- 
nicians should never try to diagnose 
films; this constitutes the practice of 
medicine and is liable for prosecution. 


No two patients are alike, therefore the 
technician must adjust herself to all types 
of people. It is of great importance what 
the patient thinks of the care, or lack of 
care, given. Influence and guide them in 
the right directions. Learn to understand 
each individual, and he will benefit great- 


ly—rewarding the friendliness and help- 
fulness given. 


Departmental relationships rely on the 
attitude which the workers take toward 
one another. Authority must be respected 
and co-operation with one’s fellow work- 
ers encouraged. Envy, jealousy, rivalry 
and distrust cannot be tolerated if har- 
monious relationships are to exist. 

As the hospital is the first place to 
introduce the student technician into her 
profession, it is also the place where she 
begins her useful work and makes use of 
the ethical principles which will carry 
her through life. In her treatment, she is 


responsible to the institution, patients, 
their relatives and physicians. She 
should need never be told that race, color 
or religion make no difference in aiding 
the ill. Patients’ names must not be re- 
peated outside the hospital, although for 
scientific purposes cases may be dis- 
cussed. The technician can be discharged 
if found to be talking too freely. Profes- 
sional dignity prevents the technician 
from becoming too familiar with the 
patients. Loyalty to the hospital does 
not end with the end of the working day, 
but continues through every hour of the 
day. Fellow technicians need loyalty and 


by avoiding gossip, a good relationship 
will follow. 


The most important fact is that an ex- 
ample must be set and that these actions 
reflect on the institution. A technician 
should have the qualities that are desired 
in a community and its work. As she 
works, she must aid in the promotion of 
health and the restoration from illness. 
This is brought about by her leadership 


and active participation in the community 
activities.

I am rather perturbed about the publication of 
the list of schools as compiled by Sister Rita 
Clare in her thesis on “The Survey of Educa- 
tional Facilities in Canada for Radiological 
Technicians,” and even more about the editorial 
comment on page 194. 


As you already know, the analysis of the 
facilities as given in the Table on page 200-201 
of the last issue of The Focal Spot, has caused 
confusion. It has been misinterpreted as being 
an official list of approved schools. 


In order to make quite sure that this miscon- 
ception is corrected I suggested that you should 
make clear in the next issue of The Focal Spot 
that the excellent article by Sister Rita Clare 
was a study carried out by an individual, and 
not information on officially approved training 
centres endorsed by the C.S.R.T. and C.A.R. 


I might add that the Joint Committee on 
Technical Training is presently engaged in 
studying survey material with the object in view 
of seeing how far present conditions come up to 
the specifications of the New Minimal Standards 
for Training Schools. These were finalized last 
week-end at our meeting in Montreal and will 
be made available as soon as possible.

Sister Rita Clare is to be congratulated on her 
excellent paper on Educational Facilities in 
Canada for Radiological Technicians. The in- 
formation which she has gathered must prove 
invaluable to all who are attempting to raise the 
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standards of training of technicians and her style 
of presentation is a model which can well be 
followed by other authors. It is obvious that her 
findings will stimulate comment and discussion 
and it is to start such discussion (which I hope 
will be continued in The Focal Spot), that I ven- 
ture to make some observations on her survey. 


It appears to me that Sister Rita Clare, Dr. 
Petrie, Dr. Mallett and others who have been 
devoting attention to the problem of Techni- 
cians’ Training (and the debt owed to such 
people by the C.S.R.T. should never be forgot- 
ten), are leaning towards the idea of establishing 
schools of X-Ray Technology in Hospitals com- 
parable to the Schools of Nursing already in 
existence at so many centres. Emphasis is being 
placed on the provision of class rooms, teaching 
aids and university graduate instructors together 
with close adherence to the syllabus of the 
C.S.R.T. These are all admirable things for 
which to strive, but we come up against a hard 
economic problem if we compare the training 
of x-ray technicians with that of nurses, because 
the capital outlay for a school of nursing pro- 
vides training for classes of twenty or more 
while the average hospital is training only three 
or four student technicians. There is bound 
therefore to be opposition from hospital admin- 
istrators to providing expensive training facilities 
for such small numbers of students. 


There appears to be a shortage of degree 
technicians in Canada at the present time and 
it is difficult to see how this shortage is to be 
overcome in the early future. In Table 2 of 
Sister Rita Clare’s paper, nine Degree Techni- 
cians are shown as instructors in the sixty-four 
training centres which she has listed, and in three 
of the eight provinces covered by the survey 
there are no Degree Technicians. It is, there- 
fore, unrealistic at this time for Dr. E. A. Petrie 
to suggest that teaching should be attempted 
only in a department where the Senior Techni- 
cian has had university training. 


I am not one of those who thinks that the 
apprenticeship system has more defects than 
advantages. One has only to consider the very 
high quality of many of the present-day Regis- 
tered Technicians who were trained under such 
a system to realize that it has not proved inade- 
quate when judged by results. Nor am I in 
favour of abandoning payment of students dur- 
ing their course of training; in my experience,

student technicians provide valuable services to 
the departments in which they train and I feel 
that such services warrant a financial return, if 
only to discourage unscrupulous exploitation of 
the students as “free labour,” and to provide a 
measure of disciplinary control. 


It is evident that the demand for Registered 
Technicians is likely to outrun the supply for 
several years after the implementation of Hospi- 
tal Insurance in Canada and the provision of 
insured diagnostic radiology for in-patients and 
perhaps eventually for out-patients. It is, 
therefore, essential that the fullest use must be 
made of existing training facilities for several 
years to come, if the demand for trained per- 
sonnel is to be met. 


One solution which I commend for further 
consideration by all concerned is the establish- 
ment of one or more central training institutions 
for each Province at which the didactic teaching 
required by the syllabus could be provided for 
all students in the Province, to be followed by 
internship in approved hospital x-ray depart- 
ments to complete the necessary two-year train- 
ing leading to the R.T. qualification. It appears 
to me that such an arrangement would enable 
the most economical use to be made of the 
services of highly-trained teaching staff. 


The duration of the course at the central train- 
ing institution might be for a period of between 
six and twelve months and the subjects covered 
should include Anatomy, Physics, Apparatus 
Construction, Photography and Dark Room 
Technique, Radiobiology, Ethics and Elementary 
Nursing; a limited amount of radiography and 
radiographic anatomy might be included in the 
Anatomy course. Ideally, such a course of train- 
ing should be associated with a university and 
it may be that sympathetic interest in the estab- 
lishment of such a school could be obtained from 
provincial departments of education and health. 
In addition to courses for students, such centres 
might provide shorter and more intensive post- 
graduate courses for Registered Technicians. 


After a student had satisfactory completed the 
training at such a centre, he or she would under- 
take a period of “apprenticeship” at an approved 
hospital. Hospitals would have to be graded 
and to make the fullest use of existing schools 
provision would have to be made for all students 
to spend a limited time in departments where 
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special examinations such as neuro-radiology, 
angiocardiography, tomography, etc., are under- 
taken. The bulk of routine radiography could 
well be learned in small departments. It is my 
personal feeling that only in very exceptional 
cases should the offices of radiologists in private 
practice, as opposed to hospital departments, be 
approved for practical training of technicians; 
there is not enough radiography of seriously ill 
or injured patients performed in private offices 
and very few can provide instruction in the use 
of mobile equipment and bedside or operating- 
room radiographic technique. 


The inauguration of such a system in each 
province would call for a great deal of co-opera- 
tion from individuals and institutions together 
with a lot of hard work on the part of the 
organizing body, which I feel should properly be 
the Provincial Society of Radiological Techni- 
cians. Co-ordination across the country would 
have to be achieved by the Canadian Society of 
Radiological Technicians with assistance from 
the Canadian Association of Radiologists. 

The way has already been paved for such a 
system in Alberta where the Provincial Society 
is pooling the teaching resources in Edmonton 
and Calgary for the benefit of the students of 
those two cities. Acknowledgment of the very 
Alberta system can no longer rely on the volun- 
tary unpaid instructor and consideration will 


have to be given to the employment of salaried 
teachers. 


I have one further suggestion to make and 
that is that the C.S.R.T. should not lose sight 
of an alternative to a higher qualification in the 
form of a university degree. The Society of 
Radiographers in the United Kingdom has 
established the higher qualification of Fellow of 
the Society of Radiographers and an examina- 
tion for admission to the Fellowship is open to 
members of the Society who have undertaken 
further study after qualification. The Canadian 
Society might be well advised to adopt a similar 
measure and thus retain undivided responsibility 
for the standards of the higher qualification. 
Delegation of the setting of standards for B.Sc. 
degrees in X-Ray Technology to Universities 
might result in difficulties in future years, and 
the granting of a higher qualification by the 
Society would enable individuals who for one 
reason or another are unable to attend a univer- 
sity, to work for and obtain a Fellowship in the 
Society. (I know of at least one radiographer 
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in the United Kingdom who obtained her Fel- 
lowship while working in a fairly small hospital
